Men’s bats are less 
frequently found, but one wonders 
if there are men enough in the 
world to wear all the trousers that 
.trc finished in tenement rooms. All 
clothing, when not being sewed 
upon 's thrown on the bc<l or under 
it, on ihe floor, or more often used 
as a couch for a child. 

When we stop to think how long 
the fight on the tenement house sys¬ 
tem has been going on, it is seen 
hoy tenaciously it h.ir.j^ on as one 
of the brood of evil.- that are al¬ 
most inevitable under ihe capitalist 
system.

T he ruling paiTy is'ui-ually the conservative party.

Capitalism has been playing some 
[of its tricks in the banana trade, it 
is said. The United P'ruit Co-, 
known as the fruit tnist, has been 
made defendent in a six million 
dollar suit by the American Banana 
Ca. which has plantations in Co¬ 
lumbia ti*ar the border line of Costa 
Rica. 7 lie trust, in order to con¬ 
trol the oanana trade, it is alleged, 
got the Costa Rican government to 
send troops over to tne plantations 
named and prevent the gathering of 
the crop just as the tinie arrived for 
the work to begin. It also caused 
a ship load of Uuianas to be seized 
and dctainetl. Mighty interesting 
reading, such thinn as' this, for the 
consuming public, out is simply one 
of the unnumbered sliots the people 
get as a result of the capitalist oc* 
cupation ot the civilized world.

7 ’Ae Dnvlo/'mcnt of tht Forces of Production in History. 

The contradiction between the powers of production and the con¬ 
ditions of proiluction, amounting to social catastrc^hc, presupposes a 
ctmsiderahlc dcvelojjment of the powers of production and a certain 
unwieldiness and lack of adaptibility in the randitions ofproduction- 

Sucli a fatal co'.tradiction cannot arise with technically unde- 
vcl^icii powers, aixl with a high degree of changabicness in the con¬ 
ditions of production and of property. Society must enjoy very ef¬ 
fective. technically perfect productive powers before it can manifest 
a real explosive force. 

If \vc read attentively the famous passage in the Critique of Po¬ 
litical ICconomy by Marx upon the revolutionary effect of restrained 
productive powers, the idea of a tcchnicaliy highly developed society 
stands clearly before us in the words of Marx. 

■■.\t a certain degree of its dcvqlopnicnt,” writes Marx, "the ma¬ 
terial pnKluctivc powers jf society are found in conlradictiou with the 
jiresent conditions of property, within which it Ias acted up to the 
]»rcseiit time. These conditions make fetters for the productive forces 
out of their forme of development. Then comes an epoch of social 
revolution. With the change of the economic foundations the whole 
iiumcnsi superstructure -s sooner or later changed." 

This fiassagc again shows us the devclojiment process of a very 
coniplicatcrl. multiiopr' society. It speaks of an "immense superstruc¬ 
ture ’ \Vhich li.i oniy be the creation of many thousands of years. 

Mankind lived thousands and thousands of years in a highly primi¬ 
tive. primcval-^y.-mmunistic state. In these almost infinite jicriods 
tlicrc was no sign of our world-wide rank and class struggle. TTie 
most I u.ntde begiunines of social rank had not yet arisen in history. 
The mat) as yet was alisolutely a part of his tribe, his gens. It cost 
history an immense amount of labor to tear the man out of hi* tribil 
relations, to cliange the member of the gens into a man of rank and 
class. 

Even in Ceasar's time, the Gernunic industrial and political '.ys- 
tem rested on very meagre and simple foumlations. Communist prop¬ 
erty was stiU the foundation of the social and political structure of 
German life. Private property had struck root pnly here and t*" rc, 
an.l wc can pass right over it without tripping on one shrxit of it. So¬ 
ciety is still composed for the most jiart of free men. 

^|cn who were not free were found only in small numlicrs, and an 
old trilal nobility had scarcely raised its head above the overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of the free. "The lord exacted from the bondman," says 
Tacitu.s, "as his rassel only a certain amount of corn, cattle or cloth¬ 
ing. I he subjection of the bondman goes no further.” 

.■\tK)ve tile tree tops of the German forests rose as yet no proud, 
powerful, political and social structure. An industrial revolution 
tlicn ctmid not yet throw a mighty suiierstructurc of political and 
legal institutions into the scrap and rubbish pile. Whence moreover 
should the vast mgantic forces arise for such a revolution? From the 
dwarf means of production of those times could spring only mere pig¬ 
mies of productive force*.

This need not surptrise any un¬ 
ion man who has not taken pains to forget tlie president's stand for tbo 
open shop in the government printing office. But the administm- 
tion now really goes out of its way to slap organized labor in Ao 
face. It is sending Speaker Cannon, of notorious anti-labor legisfat 
tion fame, into Maine to stump for Representative Littlefield, anothet 
enemy of the workingman. Thus the admiiiistratiou dextrously coo* 
trives to give labor a double kick, and box it on both ears at once. 

The .\. F. of L leaders have already marked Littlefield foe 
defeat. Roosevelt and the Republican party have determined to save 
him. Xobotly iloubt.s what will be the result. But when lattlcfi^ 
has retuined in haughty triumph to Congress, the unionists will have 
learned a valuable lessun. They will discover that tliev liave taken i^s 
a big proposition, and taken it by the wrong handle. They will begin 
to have some glimmerings of the fact that only bv an organized politi¬ 
cal party can they hope to overthrow the or^nized power of capi¬ 
talism. 

Of course, the Democratic party will trv to do its usual juggting 
act of standing on both sides of the fence at once. It will try to bo 
the friend of tabor and capital, and solemnly assure them that their 
interests are identical. This may catch some suckers for a wb^ 
but not for long. The division between labor and capital it not only 
a barbed wire fence, but it is a live wire, and it is pretty dangerona 
fur any political party to sit on it. The old lie about the identity of 
labor's and capital’s interests has been worn into holes and is read^ 
for the rag-pile. When it is safely deposited there, the DemociWIie 
party will liave nothing wherewith to cover it: hypocrisy on the labor 
question.

—not always with as much as may¬ 
be desired—feci more and more tliat 
they cannot c^qy the society- of 
I these people. 'The two classes be¬ 
come abhorent to each other. 

In every great city there comes 
a movement; always the rich cla.ss 
jfoes to the west and the other 
cla-ses go to the east.

The postoffice is a tiust, a mo¬ 
nopoly, a business where there is 
no competition. It handles the mail 
of the country -o much better than 
many little mail-handling concerns 
ooulil do, that the projiosition to 
have the postoffice given over to 
ronipetition would be regardeil as 
ibsurd. Yet, whi'c the postoffice is 
i trust, it is no evil. It is a good. 
It is good because it is a public 
monopoly. It is a trust owneii by 
the pcoplt 


Why is it that men witli good 
character are generally very poor 
and men with bad character very 
rich, and why is it, on the other 
UM that men who are engaged in 
doing half an hour's steady work a 
day arc enormously ricli? 

The reason is that there is no 
desire whatsoever to have wealth 
distributed b>- moral niethods. 

No one will give wealth in re¬ 
turn for mere titlx>r. If you want 
to produce wealth you must c^er- 
cisc your labor on material obj^ts 
of some kind, and the first thing 
you have to exercise your labor on 
is the land—and earth itself. 

The difficulty, of course, is that 
land is unfortunately not all of 
c^ual fertility. One man gets a 
piece of land on which vou can 
make nothing grow. Another man 
win get a piece of land which in 
return for his labor produced great, 
bounteous crops. 

Another man discovers that his 
land will not produce crops, but will 
produce coal and iron, but in order 
to get coal and iron he has to siqk 
a siurit, whidi takes twenty years 
and an enormous amount of capi- 
tal- 

Oiie man 'will have land, but 
without water, and that means that 
he Will have to construct very c.x- 
pensive systems of irrigation ui or¬ 
der to m^e his crem grow. 

The conditions of the people set¬ 
tled in that w-ty will depend not on 
tlwir own exertions, but to an 
enormous extent on the natural con¬ 
ditions under which they work.

Many a dark chapter in the tragedy of "Capital 
and Labor” has liecn enacted under this infamous 
class law, passed by a b(XKilc-dcbanched legislature, 
anti maintaincti free from legislative arrondment 
since by the same criminal lobbying methotb of the organised manu- 
factnrcr.s. 

Many a family has liecn sent to the poor hou.se by having its 
head anti iirotcctor mangled in defective machinery with no chance to 
get relief afterward from those really responsible for his taking off. 

.Something, like a year ago there was a collision in this city between 
a freight train, operated by the street railway without authority of 
its cliarter, anti one of its regular cars. It occurred at State and 
Seventh streets anti tlve motorman of (he street car was horribly 
mangletl. He was taken to Trinity homital only a few blocks away, 
where he was founti beyond the reach of medical or surgical aid. 

His little family were thus suddenly thrown upon the cruelty of 
.1 capitalist world, unsheltered and imbcfriendctl—most cveryone-hav- 
ing all they could do to look out, for themselves. 

The natural presumption was that the street railway company 
(comptised of "honorable” gcntlcinen anti “leatling" citizens) would at 
once look to the relief of the fatherless little family. It was taken 
for granleil that the company would feel its moral obligati«.n to do 
something at once, but it didn't.
